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BETWEEN YOU AND ME

The time is getting very short and 
a great many people seem to be in 
doubt as to how they are going to 
vote on the Plebiscite on Monday. 
Every political party with the excep- 
tion of the New Democracy-Social 
Credit group have come out for a 
strong “Yes” vote. 


This is certainly no time for hesi- 
tancy or doubt. The stakes are too 
important for anyone to entertain 
any petty political excuses for voting 
no or for not voting at all. 


The simple facts of the whole case 
are this: We now have conscription 
in effect for service anywhere in the 
Dominion of Canada. The govern- 
ment is asking us for the right to put 
conscription in effect for overseas 
service, 


In the light of this simple fact, let 
us ask ourselves this question: Do 
we want to send our boys overseas to 
fight the enemy far fram our shores? 
or do we want to wait and fight the 
enemy in our own country? 


Let’s be brutal and realistic for a 
moment. There are thousands of our 
boys now overseas. They are willing 
to go through the very hell of a mod- 
ern war, counting not even their lives, 
so that we may carry on ‘here at home. 
Are we going to let them volunteer 
for that while some of us who are 
equally able to bear arms and who 
have the same things at stake as they 
have say that we will only fight here 
at home? 


Or Iet us look at it another way: 
Should we try and stop the enemy as 
far away from Canada as we can, 
knowing full well that it will cost us 
the lives of some of our boys — or 
should we wait and take a chance on 
our enemies coming .9 our country. 
Do we want to go through the hell of 
having our woinen and children in the 
midst of a battle field. Do we want 
them to witness and experience the 
terror, the rape and the looting that 
would accompany such an event. 


These are the questions we must 
answer before we go to the polls.. It 
is not a question of politics, nor is it 
what one political party would wish 
to make out—a monetary problem. It 
is simply a matter of life and death. 


Like a great many other people we 
are not in favor of all that the pres- 
ent government is doing in the con- 
duct of the war. We are not even 
sure that they will go as far as we 
would like them to if they: receive a 
“yes” vote. But we are certainly go- 
ing to give them a vigorous “yes” on 
our ‘ballot—and then we will keep on 
sniping at them in our own small way 
urging them on and on towards a full 
war effort. 


Every Canadian should get out and 
vote. This is OUR country. This is 
our voice,

Emergency Change in Price Rates 
of Hog Grades 

Like Easter bonnets, fashions in 
hogs change too. A little more weight 
and finish on the market hog is the 
order of the day. The recent an- 
nouncement that the same price will 
be paid for B-3 hogs as lighter 
weights in the same grade category 
does not represent a radical change 
in the minds of Canadian Bacon 
Board officials, They have been urg- 
ing heavier weights in order to 
make more certain that the 600,- 
000,000 1b. British bacon contract will 
be fulfilled or exceeded. The change 
should be regarded as a temporary 
expedient rather than a permanent 
measure. The object is to get more 
pounds of bacon from the hogs 
marketed. Farmers are asked not to 
market a hog until it has reached 
at least 200 Ibs. live weight. This 
should be good news for farmers. A 
little more finish can be put on their 
hogs with that extra barley they are 
planning to grow this year, without 
fear of a price discount on B-3 hogs 
weighing around 220 lbs. The change 
in price regulations does not apply 
to C-3 or D-3 grades. 

There are six official carcass 
grades, These are “A,” “B,” “OC,” “D,” 
“E” and Sows. “A's” are carcasses 
from top quality bacon hogs. The 
remaining grades decrease progres- 
sively in general quality.

PUBLIC ANNOUNCEMENT 


EVERY CANADIAN CITIZEN IS HEREBY ADVISED: 


(1) THAT a Proclamation of the Governor in Council dated the 9th 
day of March, 1942, ordered a plebiscite to be taken in every 
electoral district in Canada on the question set out in the ballot 
papers to be used thereat in the following words and form: 


Vote by making a cross, thus X, after the word ‘Yes’ or 
after the word ‘No’. 


Are you in favour 
of releasing the gov- 
ernment from any 
obligation arising 
out of any past com- 
mitments _restrict- 
ing the methods of 
raising men for mili- 
tary service? 


(2) THAT the date fixed as polling day for the said plebiscite is 
Monday, the 27th day of April, 1942. 


(3) THAT polls will be open in each polling division from 8 o’clock 
a.m. until 8 o’clock p.m. (daylight saving time). 


(4) THAT new lists of voters have been specially prepared for the 
said plebiscite. 


(5) THAT the said lists are what may be termed “open lists” which 
means that, in either urban or rural polling divisions, any qualified 
voter whose name has been omitted from same may vote on polling 
day in his polling division upon taking the required oath and upon 
being vouched for on oath by a voter whose name appears on the 
list of voters for such polling division. 


(6) THAT National Registration Certificates are required to be pro- 
duced by qualified urban voters whose names have been omitted 
from the lists of voters, and by those voters only, before beirig” 
allowed to vote. 


(7) THAT advance polls will be opened in the same localities and on 
the same conditions as at the last General Election. 


(8) THAT, as a general rule, every person who has ordinarily resided 
in Canada during the last twelve months is entitled to vote at 
the said plebiscite if he is twenty-one years of age and a British 
subject. 


(9) THAT voters will be entitled to vote in the polling division in 
which they were ordinarily residing on the 30th day of March last. 


(10) THAT urban voters have been advised of the location of their 
polling stations on the notices left at their dwelling places by the 
enumerators. 


(11) THAT rural voters have been notified in the Notice to Voters 
posted up in the post offices, and should have been verbally advised 
by the rural enumerators of the location of their polling stations. 


(12) THAT, generally, polling stations for the said plebiscite will be 
established at or near the same premises as at the last General 
Election. 


(13) THAT arrangements are being made to collect the results of the 


plebiscite on the evening of polling day as is done at a General 
Election. 


(14) THAT every Canadian on active service or in training in any of 
His Majesty’s forces or corps, within or without Canada, is entitled 
to vote at the plebiscite in advance of polling day by virtue of a 
special procedure provided.

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For the intricate and tense 
situation as it existsat present 
along Parliament Hill, it is not 
difficult for an experienced ob- 
server to envision why the av- 
erage Canadian Taxpayer, the 
long suffering little man, can- 
not find answers to the riddles 
contiined in the headlines on 
national affairs as this nation 
moves more and more into the 
status of “total” war, particu- 
larly when it is remembered 
that as the tempo of the effort 
increnses 80 does the staggering 
cust, 


The tremendous expenditures 
involved in “total” war are al- 
ready so high that there is no 
doubt that the little man, who 
represents the great masses of 
this nation, is puzzled beyond 
expression by the mazee of fig- 
ures and zsroes in the nation's 
complicated balance sheet, with 
the deepening crisis likely to 
bring such perplexed figures of 
costs that will not only bewilder 
the taxpayers but they will 
nvobably bring home tbe fiscal 
problems of this war as never 
before, if they will understand 
at all the kiud of load that they 
will have to carry until victory 
is won, In other words, though 
their income is going up steadi- 
ly, yet the amount they will 
have to pay ip taxes will mean 
4 drect veductiin more ad 
more in the living standards 
that they have enyaged up to 
the present stage of this war or 
of the savings that they would 


normally be able to put aside 
outof such earnings, with all 


the luxuries gradually becom- 
ing only memories and many 
snpposedly indispensible neces- 
sities being sacrificed by self 
denial or by compulsion. 


This observer must report 
thatit cannot be, denied that 
universal suffrage has made 
masters of the masses in Cana- 
da’s democratic system, Like- 
wise, it must be admitted at the 
same time that quite often in 
the past their ignorance of the 
principles of proper econowics 
or gullibility bas made chem 
easy victims of designing poli- 
ticians, soap box orators, or pro- 
fessional agitators, However, 
today, in the stress of war con- 
ditions, there is no such lack of 
vision on the part of the leaders 
on Parliament Hill who recog- 
nize the great danger involved 
in avy possibility of discontent- 
mevt of unimformed masses, 
Iuodeed, recently some progress 
has been made in educating the 
masses to a better understand- 
ing of the economic situation 
confronting the people of Can- 
ada in this war, 

This is the reason for the 
many hints or forewarninge 
given in the nation’s capitol 
from time to time that “total” 
war must imply sooner or Jater 
almost unblievable, unpreced- 
ented, and unforseen expendi- 
tures by the Canadiun taxpayer 
though some politicians may 


keap away from mentioning 
such a possibility as they would 
froma plague because they fear 
that it wonld be unpopular. 
They still think in terms of 
peace-Lime strategy. 


Out of an estimated total 
national income of about $6,500- 
000,900 this year, Cannda muet 
pay ont at lease about $2,000,- 
000,000 for this country's own 
war program, $1,000,000.000 tor 
Britain's account, and $454,884,- 
365 for carrying the ordinary 
non-war activities of the Fede- 
ral Government. Then again 
the government bas planned to 
carry on this war ona “pay as 
you go" policy, to avoid infla- 
tion evils by maintaining a 
price-ceiling policy, where the

limits on prices and profits e- 
tablish limits on possible taxa 
tion sources or diminish t»xu- 
tion reservoirs, especially thro- 
ugh more and incre restrietions 
on the sale of many everyday 
articles, and to follow a policy 
of raising one half by taxes and 
the other halt by borrowing 
from the people or domestic 
loans, 

Is is true that these facts are 
amazing! They should cause the 
taxpayers tu pause and to pon- 
der, But they should not be- 
lieve that the importent point 
is that gradually their assets 
will melt, thaw and resolve 
themselves intu a dew during 
this war, The important point 
is that victory must be won at 
any cost and the Government 
is resolved todo s9 under all 
conditions. It is a question only 
how the burden can be distrib- 
uted fairly, honestly and equal 
among the masses in all sections 
ot Canada, OF course, it is the 
duty of everyone to buy Gove:- 
nment bonds or war savings 
certificates, but it must be rea'- 
ized that eventually the people 
themselves must pay off these 
bonds.

coming tax bills, definately lik- 
ely to be u iprecedented in their 
proportions,
